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The  Chattanooga  Order  minimum  uniform  producer  price  is  $10.42  per  cwt.  at  pool  plants 
for  milk  testing  3*5$  butterfat.  The  producer  butterfat  differential  is  10.6  cents  for 
each  one-tenth  of  one  percent  above  or  below  3-5$  test.  This  is  a price  increase  of 
$1.02  above  September  1975  and  an  increase  of  25  cents  above  August  1976. 

In  September  1976,  81.36$  of  producer  milk  received  by  pool  plants  was  priced  in  Class  I 
at  $10.86  per  cwt.,  8.56$  was  priced  in  Class  II  at  $8.56  per  cwt.  and  10.08$  was  priced 
in  Class  III  at  $8.46  per  cwt.  for  milk  testing  3-5$  butterfat.  The  September  butter- 
fat differential  for  all  milk  testing  above  or  below  3-5$  is  10.6  cents. 

Total  producer  milk  received  at  pool  plants  during  September  1976  was  30,120,750  pounds 
which  is  an  increase  of  2,169,120  pounds  or  a daily  average  increase  of  7.76$  compared 
with  September  1975*  The  September  daily  average  deliveries  from  504  producers  was 
1,992  pounds.  This  compares  to  561  farms  delivering  a daily  average  of  1,519  pounds 
per  day  during  September  1975 • 


SEPTEMBER  MILK  PRODUCTION  6.4  PERCENT  ABOVE  LAST  YEAR 

September  1976  milk  production  of  9>652  million  pounds  was  6.4  percent  above  a year 
earlier  and  5«6  percent  above  September  1974.  Average  production  per  cow  at  874  pounds 
was  59  pounds  more  than  a year  earlier  and  also  59  pounds  above  September  1974.  Partially 
offsetting  the  increase  in  rate  per  cow  was  an  0.8  percent  decline  from  a year  earlier 
in  the  number  of  milk  cows,  estimated  at  11,041,000  head  during  September.  Milk  cows 
declined  6,000  head  from  the  previous  month. 

Production  during  the  first  9 months  of  the  year  totaled  91,774  million  pounds  — an 
increase  of  4.1  percent  from  the  same  period  last  year  and  3. 5 percent  above  the  same 
period  in  1974. 

MILK-FEED  PRICE  RATIO  UP  SLIGHTLY 

The  September  milk-feed  price  ratio,  at  1.53,  was  0.7  percent  above  last  month  and  3-4 
percent  above  a year  ago.  Increased  milk  prices  more  than  offset  slightly  higher  feed 
costs .
